2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims are allowed over the cited prior art because none of the references teaches or 
discloses a decoupling having at least one pass gate element having conduction terminals 
connected to the conduction lines, and having at least one control terminal; and at least one 
protection circuit inserted between the control terminal and at least one of the conduction lines, 
the protection circuit including at least one protection transistor connected to the control terminal 
and the at least one of the conduction lines and configured to take in a disturbing signal passing 
through the pass gate element to properly decouple the conduction lines from each other.
